London, July 4. — The most remark- 
able asaembhiee of men that England 
liRB ever seen will be on view at the 
Koyal hoBpitnl, Chelsea, July 5. On Lhia 
date the Queen and the Prince a,nd 
Princess o£ Wales will inspect a body of 
meii who, as individuals, have fought in 
flvery battle of consequence since Vic- 
toria ascended the throne. They will 
form a human story of British conquest 
of sixty years. Never in the history of 
any country was there a gathering of 
chia sort. 

The occasion will be a grand garden 
fete in the grounds of the Royal hospital, 
which is under the especial patromige of 
tlie Prince of Wales. It is on this occa- 
sion that the review of the pensioners 
and veterans will take place. When one 
considers what a tremendous record of 
warfare these men will represent, it 
seems almost beyond belief. The whole 
affair is under the charge of Col. Hugh 
Gildea, who is chairman and treasurer 
of the Soldiers' and Sailors' I'^rientlly 
Aesoeiation. 

A sketch of the livea of these old war- 
riors would almost be an epitome of Brit- 
iali liietory durintr the inoatglorioua reit;ii 
in the aunala of England. Ghuzui, Ma- 
harajapore, Aliwal, Sobranje, tlie Cri- 
mean battles, theMutiny, the two China 
wars, the Maori wars, the various South 
African campaigns, the rebellion inJCan- 
ada, Afghanistan, Ashantee, nnd the In- 
dian frontier campaigns all will be repre- 
sented. Some of the old heroes have 
passed by two decades the allotted span 
of human life, but they are now nearly as 
full of ardor as they were sixty years ago, 
when they first wore the Queen 's uniform. 
It will come as a surprise to most people 
to learn that there are yet on the aelive 
strength of the army, if one may apply 
that adjective in this regard, two 
veterans wiio enlisted, one in LS37 ami 
the other in 1S3S. One of them fills the 
erstwhile gruesome otiice of (Jueeii's 
executioner at the tower. Fortunately 
for this old hero, who fought at Ciujerat, 
in the Intlia frontier war, all through 
tbe Centriil Indian campaigns and the 
Indian mutiny, the oHico of yeomen 
gaoler entails no lethal functions, and 
iiis headman's axe rests idly by his side. 
His brother veteran tills a nominally 
more graceful office, and he still moves 
about, hale and brisk, sporting the 
ribbon of the recruiting sergeant in the 
Queen's good town of Woohvich. Of the 
first war of the reign, the Ghiizni war of 
is;i8-.'10, only one man survives to bear 
its medals. lie fought in that campaign 
and also at Maharajajiore in 18^3. At 
.Miwiil three years later ho was wounded 
severely, unci prondly wears the metlal 
with the Sobi-anje ehisp. 

Coming down later, tlie survivors be- 
come morr- )ilentifiil, and only a com- 
parative few of the a|)plicalioii8 of those 
who fought in the Crimea and the In- 
dian mutiny can be entertained. Not 
many of the first Maori war are avail- 
able, but the campaigns in South Africa 
and Ashantee in the seventies are fairly 
numerous. Strange as it may seem, not 
a single representative of the battles 
fought between 1878 and 1888 has yet 
been secured. Cbitral and the last 
.Vshantee campaign, though no 
battle took jilace during the latter, are 
also unrepresented. Of Victoria Cross 
men only two have turned up. One of 
tliciu ia an old liBherman at Penzance, 
and lio is (•oiiiingall till! way to London 
to attend his last jianuie. In aildition 
to tlie Victoria Crosn, the brave old 
Cornishiniin baa the medal for 
coii8[iicii(iu,s gallantry, the Crimean 
medal wit'i three bars, the Turkish 
medal and the Cross of the Lejioii of 
Honor. The old man has no nension 
except the XIO a year which accompan- 
ies the bronze cross, and he is obliged to 
win his bread from the seas round the 
stormy Cornish coast. The other holder 
of the most coveted dccoratioo in the 
service is an old Jack Tar, who, oddly 
enough, has not had any war service. 
He won it away in the South seas one 
day, when a boat's crew of liberty men, 
of whom he was one, wont ashore on an 
island inhabited by cannibals. The 
sailors were attacked by the natives, 
iind this man displayed such conspicu- 
ous heroism in the ensuing struggle that 
ho was recommended for and received 
tlio Victoria Cross. 

It ia a sad commentary on the way in 
which old Huldiera and sailors arc looked 
after to have to state that many of the 
applications which reach Col. Gildea are 
indited from workhouses or other homes 
of poverty and belplessneea. One of 
these veterans has had no less than 
thirty-five years' service in the regulars, 
militia and volunteers, and yet he is not 
entitled to a jieiisioii, and, of course, re- 
ce vea none. In all, about 300 old eul- 
(lieiH, together with the Ctielsea pen- 
Bioners, will be inspected by the Prince 
of Wales. It ia hoped that there al no 
will be on the ground repreaentativea of 



the varions colonial troops that have 
come over for tbe Jubilee. 

Fifty girls from the Soldiers' Daugh- 
ters' Heme at Ilampstead, a similar 
number from the Guards' Industrial 
school, and fifty boys from the Duke of 
York's school will form a choir on the 
occaaion, and there will, of course, be 
plenty of military music. After the in- 
spection, the Princess of Walee will re- 
ceive purees containing donations in aid 
of the Nurses' ■Homes, and then the 
vete 'ans and theOhelsea pensioners will 
ait down to an evening meal in the great 
hall of the hospital. 

It ia proposed to give each veteran a 
Jubilee pipe and a present of tobacco. 
The pipes are being made to a special 
design, and will form a handsome and 
interesting souvenir for the old men. 

Many of the men who will be present 
on this occasion, or at least a very good 
percentage of them, distinctly remember, 
the day when the (Jneen was crowned, 
and they have grown old with her. It 
ia a most touchingcoinmentary upon the 
position held by the (^ueen that even the 
most pov(!rty-Btrickeii of tiieae old vet- 
erans, even those to whom after years of 
glorious service the necessaries of life 
are practically denied, are among Her 
Majesty's most loyal subjects. They 
seem to regard the Queen with an aQ'ec- 
tlon that ia as pitiful as it is disinter- 
eated.

Washington, July 5. — ^The fact that 
the state department is preparing for 
transmission to congress the latest cor- 
respondence respecting the Behring Sea 
seal fisheries appears to have been con 
strued in some quarters and by the Lon 
don Chronicle as an indication of a pur 
pose on the part of the United 
States government to make a radi- 
cal change in ita policy in 
the treatment of that long 
standing diplomatic issue, and to seize 
on this opportunity to announce ita 
adoption of a " bold American policy." 
The truth is that this particular cories- 
pondence was called for by congress 
weeks ago .and has been delayed in 
tranBmi8Bionv.T>ri»cipaUyi'ibecaa<;o Mr. 
Foster, who condbcted personally the 
greater part in conjunction with Mr. 
Hamlin, was absent in Europe. Now, 
however, it ia in ahape and probably will 
go to congress this week. 

It can be stated tiiat it will not show 
any change in the policy of this govern- 
ment, which, ever since the first yoBr's 
experience under the Paris award regu- 
lation ehowetl the iueflicacy of those 
rei;ulationB to protect tlio seals, has lost 
no o))porlnnity to urge an extension of 
the rules upon Great Britain. This has 
been done courteously at all times, and 
(■Ireat Britain has responded in 
like spirit, though to the regret 
of the American government without 
consenting to the modifications desired. 
There have been some remonstrances 
exchanged. For instance, the British 
have protested against what they regard 
as abuse of the right of search on the 
part of the United States patrol vessels ; 
and on the part of the United States 
government liave been told that their 
refusal to pernill the scaling up of lire- 
anns carried by pealers amounted to an 
evasion of the spirit of the Paris award. 
But in all this there baa been no 
exhibition of ill-feeling, nor anything 
like jingnisni, and wlii'e the recent 
success of Mr. l<"o8ter in securing the 
adiieeion of Kuesia to the extension of 
the regulations over the entire North 
Pacific ocean beyond tiie 40th degree has 
strengthened America's position in the 
British negotiations it cannot be said 
that there has been any change in the 
line uf policy that was laid down by 
Secretary Olney in the last administra- 
tion, 

London, July 5. — The statements of 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle, to the ed'ect that cor- 
respondence is about to be submitted to 
congress regardini; Behring Sea matters 
which would cause resentment in Great 
Britain, charging bad faith in carrying 
out the terms of tiie award, etc., are dis- 
credited hertj in diploniiitic circles. 

Previous to thi' .lubilee celebration 
United .'■itates .Vmbaasadur Colonel ,lolin 
Hay i;ave the Marquis of .Salisburi' 
strong presentment of the case from the 
standpoint of the United States, but 
through the entire correspondence there 
was nothing to offend Great Britain, 
and there have been no communications 
on the subject since the Jubilee. 

It is understood that the Canadian 
premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, has con- 
ferred with the British government ou 
the aealing queFtidn. Tlu; interests of 
Canada are opjioseil to further reatric- 
tions being placed on sealing, and a,« 
Great Britain ia now cultivating the 
goodwill of her colonies, this policy may 
render it more difficult for the United 
States to secure an agreement on tbe 
subject.

Tb e Mail.and Em pire' s O t tawa corres- 
pondent says: The Liberal agitation 
against the Senate which was threatened 
by Mr. Tarte and the Globe, has been 
begun here and is intended to spread 
round from this point to various po- 
litical centrea. This is to carry out the 
threat to smash the Senate in conse- 
quence of ita refuaal to allow the Druin- 
mond County railway bargain. It seeins 
to be the plan of the smashera to givu 
the upper chamber no opportunity to 
have a say in the matter. To accomplish 
this it lias suggested that the legialatureti 
of the several provinces shall constitute 
themselves into a general convention 
and pass an address to the Imperial 
parliament, as representing the present 
iioliticai generation, asking not for its 
abolition but for a reform of the Senate 
in a democratic direction. This change 
would require an election of senatorn 
either by the people or by the provincial 
legislatures.

Sir 
Charles Dilke, Mr. Uurzon, under secre- 
tary of state for foreign adaira, Sir John 
Gorst, Sir Howard Vincent, General 
Laurie and many other members were 
preaent.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who was cordial- 
ly received, urged the direct repvesent- 
ation of the colonies in the Inii)erial 
parliament, which ought to be, he con- 
tended, a grand national council or Im- 
perial federal parliament. In the course 
of his address he said that if Australia 
and South Africa were confederated like 
Canada, it would greatly simplify the 
queation. 

The Duke of Devonshire presided at a 
meeting of the British Empire Lsanue 
to-day, and the colonial premiers then 
took part in the deliberations.

Whiteway, the Premier of Newfound- 
land, caused a heiirty laugh by announc- 
ing that lie had just received an invita- 
lion to visit Irehiiid in native costume, 
linthe projiosition of Col. Denison of 
Canada I.nrd ^^.iliabury was appointetl 
vice-president of the league.

SALMON AEE SCARCE. 

And the "Boscowitz" in Consequence Had

FACED BY STARVATION 



Desperate Condition of United Statl 
Coal Miners Who Have Quit 
Work iu Despair. 



Tliey Have No Money in lieserve 
ami Small Prosi)ect of Susteu- 
aiiee if Long Out. 



Prrrsijuuci, July 4.— The coal miners' 
strike will be on to-morrow. The suc- 
cess of the struggle for higher wages in 
live slates depends largely on the min- 
ers in the Pittsburg district. If they do 
not qait work the movement will be a 
failure. A strong elTort is being made to 
get the co-operation of the river miners. 
If they work they can cut quite a figure 
in sii4)plying coal, as the fuel for local 
points can all be supplied by water 
routes. The operators are making no 
ell'ort to conciliate the iniiierH. Not an 
operator can be found who will say the 
miners are entitled to what they de- 
mand. No ell'ort will be made to ojierate 
the mines unless il should be the river 
minei; hence no trouble is anticipated. 

(treat apprehension is felt as to what 
course the vast number o( foreigners will 
take in the strike. Many of these speak 
no iMiglish and care nothing for the land 
of their adoption. They do not conform 
to the customs of th§ American-speaking 
miner, and the latter has very little in- 
fluence over tbem. 

The officials of the United Mine Work- 
ers of Pittsburg had a meeting to-day. 
The matter of securing sustenance for 
the vast army of iilU; men is the most 
serious confronting them. The organi- 
zation has no money in its treasury. 
The miners have been unable to save 
anything, and only those who have 
little garden patches will be able to live 
independently during the suspension of 
work. 

The exodus to West Virginia has be- 
gun. Tlie West Virginia operators are 
hiring miners as fast as they apply for 
work. Those who wish immunity frqm 
trouble seek safety by flieht into West 
Virginia, where the miners will work 
unmolested. 

Terrb Haute, Ind., July 4. — Presi- 
dent Knight, of the United Mine Work- 
ers for Indiana, says the present strike is 
a fight against staivation. " One miner 
in the northern part of our field 
told tlie," said Mr. Knight, "that he 
IukI drawn .'fs.50 for the past two 
months. Oil this amount he was 
forced to try to keep his family from 
hunger. Does anybody think he could 
do it?" 

Mr. Knight says the Columbus report 
to the effect that 375,001) men will he in- 
volved in the strike is u gross exaggera- 
tion. He estimates that the total 
number of miners who will bo idle will 
be between lltl.OOO and 12.5,000. His 
lii;ures are: Iu Pennavlvania, 22,000; 
Ohio, 2r), 000; Indiana, 8,1100; West Vir- 
ginia, 20.000; Illinois, 35,000. 

THE "COMUS"' MISSION. 

Crew of the Wreciied " Kinkora " Landed at 
Acapnlco— Particulars of Her 
Mishap, 

Ac.vpiTLCo, Mex., July 5. — The British 
warship Coinus has brought to this port 
from Clipperton island the remainder of 
the crew of the British ship Kinkota, 
Capt. McMurtry, from A'ancouver, B.C., 
March 25, for London, which was wreck 
ed in the Pacific ocean on May 1. The 
Kinkora left Vancouver, B.C., March 25 
with n cargo of lumber for London, and 
when (UK) miles west of Acapulco, on 
May 1, encountered a terrible storm. 
Sfiualls carrieil away the sails and dis- 
masted the ship, leaving her a floating 
hull. iVhen she drifted within forty 
miles of Clipperton island Caiilain Mc- 
Alurtry preferred to abandon the vessel, 
but as it drifted toward Clipperton is- 
land he waited until he was in sight be- 
fore he ordered the crew to take to the 
ho.its. They landed on the island with 
ditliciilty, but no lives wore lost. Short- 
ly alter tliey left the Kinkora she drifted 
on the reef and became a total wreck. 
.Nothing was saved from her but lumber, 
which was used by the sailors to make 
huts. Several days past and it was de- 
termined to send part of tbe crew in a 
boat to Acapulco for assistance. One of 
the boats was smashed on the rocky 
shore in trying to launch it, go the first 
and Recon(l officers, with six men, got in 
the other boat and started for Acapulco, 
which was 7(10 mill's away. Tlu! boat 
iel t t he isl.i lid on May IS and after a 
roiiiili passage of liltceii days reached 
.Utapulco nil June :i. A ti'le;.;rani was 
received at Acajiulco on June 5, after 
messnges had been sent to the British 
naval authorities, that a man-of-war 
would be sent to Clipperton island to 
rescue Captain McMurtry and the rest of 
the crew.

'With the usual hum of business, at- 
tendant to tbe departure of n big ocean- 
liner from the outer wharf, hnd the sun 

shining brightly on the Japaneee lliii; at 
the fore, deaip;nating to the cuHual ob- 
server that the steamer was bound for 
Japan, tlio Xorthern raoilic Steamship 
Company's Tacoma, T. A. Whistler, 11. 
N.R,, in command, pulled out from tlie 
dock at2 rlSyesterday afternoon. Every- 
thing pointed to the fact that this would 
be a quick and pleasant voyage across 
the broad N'ortli Pacific ocean, tlie eJiip 
looking clean and bright aa usual, and 
making a very pretty picture witii lier 
oflicers rigaed out in iheir whi te duck 
trousers and uniform coats. To those 
who watched tlio steamer out of sight 
it was easy to see that Captain Whistler 
does not intend to lose any time reach- 
ing his tlestinatiou, as ho took the inside 
passage, between Bentick Island and 
Kace Rocks, instead of the customary 
one outside Race Rocks, On her present 
trip the THcoma, always a favorite with 
travellers, carries a fairly well filled 
saloon, the most prominent among her 
passetigers being Mrs. T. A. Whistler, 
wife of the popular and genial skipper, 
who eoea as far as Yokohama, it beine 
her intentioa to permanently take up 
her residence there. Mra. Whistler 
takes with her their youngest child, the 
others being left in England, to join 
their iiarents in their new homeahortly. 
While last in Yokohama, Capt. Whistler 
purchased a site and had erected a band- 
some dwelling-house, which should be 
finished by the time the Tacoma arrives 
there, and of course his family will im- 
mediately take up their residence in it. 
Included in the Tacoma cargo is a large 
consignment ol household furniture, etc. , 
which Cajit. Whiatler ia taking to his 
new house, he liolding that there ia 
nothing to compare with old country 
made furniture. Mies Sutton, of New 
York, ia another pasaenger from New 
York to Kobe; and being well-known 
here was met at the wharf by a host of 
Victoriaas, who came down tu renew ac- 
iiuaintances and wish hera pleasant jour- 
ney. Mr. Janics Mai;key guea from Ta- 
coma to Kdbi' (in a IjiisiiR'ta visit; Mr. 
Henry Ardcii, from I'ortlanil to Voko- 
kama on pleapure and business corn- 
ed ; .'\lis. (h'urne Macdonald and 
child, from Portland to Ibuigkong ; Miss 
Touaiii Uayashi and Doctor S. Mnrania, 
from Tacoma lo Yokohama; also Mr. A. 
A. Tow 11 send, from San Francisco to 
Yokohama. lu the steerage are some .00 
JapancBO and Chinese pasaengere, a fair 
share of whom came from this city, 
although this is only a small number in 
comparison with what is usually carried 
owing to the fact that very few Orientals 
are returning to their country just at 
present, tli(\v being able to secure plenty 
of employment in the canneries, etc. 
The Tacoiiia's cargo amounts to between 
3,000 and 3,000 "tons, she being practi- 
cally full, composed of the usual niei- 
chandiae. Whilst in Tacoma the Bteamer 
was for a time (luito taken possua- 
sion of by the citizena during 
their Fourth ot ,Iuly denionatrations, she 
being dressed from stem to atern with 
bunting and tobcb, and when the young 
Tacoma lady, nominated by the i)eople 
for iiiiceii of till! festivities, was wedded 
to ohl I'ather Neptune, the ceremony 
being ])orformed on the steamer's 
iiridge, it is estimated that there were at 
least 5,000 people on board, the steani- 
ehip Victoria lying outside steamBliip 
Tacoma eimilarly decorated, Wfia also 
crowded with apectators.

A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY. 

The older reeidenta of Victoria will re 
member the good times when the Fraeer 
river and Cariboo gold mining waa at its 
height. Everybody then liad money, 
and not a few fortunes were made. 
There is in prospect a repetition of these 
prosperoua days. Tsvo enterprises are 
in progress that will bring it about. One 
of them is the proposed Cassiar Central 
railway and the development of the rich 
region which it will open up. Present 
indications are that the enterprise will 
be well under way this year. The other 
ia the openine of the White Faea to 
traffic through the work now in progress 
by the British Yukon Company. It ia 
stated, on apparently good authority, 
that the completion of this trail from 
Skagway Bay to Windy Arm, on Tagiah 
lake, will bring Victoria within from 15 
to 20 days of the Yukon gold fields; 
and next year, when the railway acrosa 
the piBS has been built and steam com 
iiuinication has been provided on the 
rivers and lakes, the time will be 
very greatly reduced. Compared with 
the time occupied in the old 
days in getting freight into Cari- 
Imo this ia very short. When 
'the railway to Tagish Lake has 
been built and steamers are put on the 
Yukon waters, the Klondyke will be 
about as near Victoria in point of time 
for freight business as Barkerville is, 
At present it is not very much further 
away in this respect. With a direct line 
of steamers from Victoria to Skagway 
Bay, thia city would now be in far better 
shape to do buaineaa on the Yukon than 
it was with respect to Cariboo in the old 
days. 

The Yukon will produce ^7,000, 000 of 
gold this year. It ia said that 2,000 
people went Into the country this spring 
More will go next year. We venture 
the- prediction that the summer of 1898 
will see 6,000 miners and others in the 
Yukon valley. Everything that these 
people eat, drink and wear must be 
t.vkon in from the coast. Thia means a 
trade of probably ^IJ, 000, 000 a year, 
fcjeveral thousand of these people will 
come out in the coming aatumn and 
more in the followlDg autumn. They 
will spend their moQey freely when they 
come out. It is not an over estimate to 
say that tho commercial business of the 
"i'likon, and wo speak now of Canadian 
territory only, will within the next 
eighteen months exceed $5,000,000. Wo 
mean by thia the selling price of 
articles here ia Victoria. Xo this must 
be added the coat of transportation and 
the profit on aalea. The aggregate will 
be enormous. Every dollar of this hu6i- 
nesB ought to be done in the British 
Columbia cities and Victoria can got the 
lion's share of it, if her business men 
display their usual energetic promptneaa 
in aeiziiig upon business opportuuitiea. 
At present the greater part of the trade 
« f thia country goes to Seattle, Portland 
and San Francisco. 

The lirst thing to be done is to get a 
custom house oflicer on tho frontier, 
Tiiia will prevent the importation of 
goods from the United States without 
payment of duty, and when this has 
been done, the trade will naturally come 
to Canadian cities. At present when 
Canadian goods reach the Pass they are 
escorted over by a United States oflicer 
■wiio charges .$3 a day and his expenses, 
but American goods go right into Can- 
adian, territory without any one asking 
any questions. If there waa a Canadian 
oiUoer on the frontier, the United 
States customs' ' authorities would 
promptly arrange for tho bonding of 
Canadian goods in transit acrosw tho 
narrow strip of Alaskan territory, for 
tho Canadian government could oiler 
inure than an equivalent accommodation 
by extending the bonding rpriyileges to, 



United States goods going through to 
interior Alaska. 

This ia a golden opportunity for Vic- 
toria, and it ought not to be allowed to 
slip by unimproved. 



AMOU DE conn OS. 

tV picturesque figure in the public lite 
of thia Province has passedaway. Among 
the pioneera none were more conapicuous 
and few more iniSaential than Amor De 
Ooamos. When this portion of British 
Columbia waa yet directly under the 
administration of the Crown— that ia 
when, to use his own words, " it was 
necessary in discussing executive acts to 
deal directly with the representatives of 
Her Majesty, there being no executive 
council in British Oolumbiaor Vancouver 
Island responsible to the people." 'Mr, 
De Cosmos undertook to do his share to 
foster good government and promote 
reform. On December U, 1858, he issued 
the firstuumberof the Bkitisu Colonist, 
of which the Daily Colonist of to-day is 
the outgrowth, and therein he declared it 
to be his " primary object to advocate 
auch changea as would bring about self- 
government." In this self-impoaed and 
patriotic duty he did yeoman's aervice, 
both in the press and in public speeches. 
In January, 1859, he proposed a political 
union of the Island and the Mainland, 
giving as one of the reasons something 
that will sound strange to most 
people nowadays, that the trade be- 
tween the two would, in the event 
of union, bono longer hampered by high 
duties and troublesome customs restric- 
tions. Mr. De Cosmos believed that the 
administration of provincial afl'airs was 
not in the public interest, and he dis- 
played great earnestness, and perhaps 
not alwaya the best judgment, in con- 
tending for what he believed wore the 
rights of the people, lie wielded a vig- 
orous pen, and the columns of tho Col- 
onist bear abundant evidence of the fact 
that he was regarded as a foimidable op- 
ponent by Governor Douglas and his po 
litical friends. 

The history of this rugged and cour- 
ageous pioneer shows that he brought 
from his Nova Scotia birthplace a great 
deal of the same kind of (ire that burned 
in the breast of .Joseph Howe, than 
whom America never produced a more 
determined and fearless champion of 
popular rights. Indeed, to properly ap- 
preciate his character, and the impetu- 
ous assault that he made upon the sya* 
tern of administration which obtained 
here in 1S58 and 1859, it is necessary to 
bear in mind the traditions in which iie 
was educated. When ho left Nova Sco- 
tia that province waa just recovering 
from a political controveray of the fierc- 
eat kind. Howe waa fighting the battle 
of reaponaible government, taking his 
property and bis liberty in his hand 
when so doing. Do Cosmos appears to 
have been convinced that there waa a 
similar battle to be fought here, and he 
plunged into it with his whole heart 
and aoul. He did the province much 
good service, although doubtless at 
times his zeal greatly outran his discre- 
tion. His name will always occupy a 
conspicuous place In the annals of Bri- 
tish Columbia.

Wk confess to be unable to under- 
atand why some of our Conservative ex- 
changes take every opportnnity to be- 
little the honors paid to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in Great Britain. These honors 
are not intended as marks of approval of 
Sir Wilfrid as a party leader, which 
would be an absurd supposition, seeing 
that the British government is Conserv- 
ative, nor are they meant as testimoni- 
als to his personal worth. They are 
intended to indicate the esteem in 
which the Mother Country holds Cana- 
da, and as such are not to be lightly re- 
garded. If Canada is ever to realize her 
great ])OBBibilitieB, her people nuist 
shake theiiiselvea loose from the narrow 
provincialism, which sees nothing patri- 
otic in political opponents, that looks for 
a scandal in every public transaction 
and is jealous of every honor bestowed 
upon a rival. When the Liberals were 
in opposition a large section of the par- 
ty was conspicuous for thia small sort of 
business. It looks as though there was 
going to be a repetition of it from the 
Conservatives, now that they are in op- 
position. Decent Conservative' news- 
papers can, however, do something to 
reduce it to a minimum. 



A couuLsroNDKNT treats instructively 
and amusingly of tho dilliculty of tho 
Chinese and some South Sea Islanders 
to use the letter r. He perhapa haa 
overlooked the fact that in Chinook r is 
almost al-vays, if not alwaya, replaced 
by 1. His illustration of the difficulty

Does Not Justify Current Rumors 
Concerning It, 

Leech river, the scene of a veritable 
gold fever a score of years ago, has dur- 
ing the past few weeks witnessed a small 
revival of activity, and at the present 
time eighteen white men and one or two 
Chinese are engaged in crevassing and 
quartz prospecting. There were more 
Obinamen antil last Wednesday, when 
Harry Brown and a companion white 
miner discovered thatiour of theChinese 
— who had a good thing apparently— had 
neither recorded their claims nor gone 
through the formality of taking out 
certificates. They accordingly gave the 
pigtailed operators what is technically 
known as the "grand rush," and are 
now in legal and actual possession. 

Something more than $60 worth o( 
gold was taken out of one jiocket on the 
seized property last week, and the re- 
port was forthwith given circulation that 
rich ground had been struck on the old 
famous stream. It was only a pocket, 
however, and is apparently exhausted 
already. The Leecli river miners on the 
whole are just about making laborers' 
wages, altbough they are all expectant 
that some day they will strike a quartz 
ledge in the vicinity that will astonish 
the world. Several ■ unices of very pretty 
gold from the placer claims was sold last 
week to Mr. Phair of the Goldstream 
house— better metal one could not wish 
to see, if there was only more of it.

Nature Here Well Hid Her Treasures 
and Even Experi'euced Prospec- 
tors Passed Them By. 



An occasional correspondent writes the 
Colonist from Keremeos camp as fol- 
lows: This mineral camp is 23 miles 
southerly from Pentioton, accessible by 
a good wagon road, and by a good pack 
trail over the Hope Summit and down 
the Siuiilkameen river. In my last let- 
ter I mentioned a few of the strikes m,ide 
in this camp. Since then I have per- 
sonally visited and inspected those 
claims lying in the centre of this prom- 
ising mineral belt. The most conspicu- 
ous claim is, of course, the " Elkhorn," 
which can be seen for miles, loeniing up 
as a mountain ol ore much decomposed 
and stained by oxidation of the mineral 
contained in its numerous largo leiiges. 
Xe.Kt to it lies the Surprise, owned by 
Messrs. Slu\r|> and Williams, on one of 
the ledges jjassing thi'ough the Elk- 
horn.

Beside 
the Surprise is the Glalla on a similar 
lead, and tbe Iron King andAshnola are 
extensions of the Elkhorn leads to the 
west. On the east is the Van Dyck. To 
the south in the Surprise with a tunnel 
by the side of the Penlicton road. 

The mostpromieing claims on a small- 
er scale are headed by the Roadside, a 
claim which I would rank equal to any 
in the camp, although little can be seen 
on it by reason of the ledge being so 
covered bj' drift and the peculiar lime 
conglomerate, resulting from the decom- 
position of the ledge capping— over and 
throngh which has percolated water 
carrying salte, which have been deposi- 
ted in cement form. This cement hides 
the ledge so perfectly that many ex- 
perienced prospectors have passed over 
this ground without discovering the 
buried trcasnrea. As far back as 
1885 this ground. ..was looked over 
for quartz and other ledges, the 
formation of the rocks giving in- 
dication of mineral deposits which 
could not be found on the surface. It 
required the keenest observation com- 
bined with experience in prospecting to 
bring these valuable deposits to light. 
The Koftdside claim ia one of the best 
examples of this, and to tlie knowledge 
and sharp tight of " f^an ivootenay " is 
due tlie diacovery of this and other 
claims which are sure to rank as mineral 
producers in the near future. 

Above the Koadside is a ledge located 
by Charlie Bicbter, There ia free gold 
and telluride of gold in a beautiful agate 
quartz. AseayB on the surface showed 
little, bat since a few days' work has 
been done samples show $1,078.10 in 
gold. This is a ledge running up from 
the Uoadsido claim, and can be traced 
[or a long distance over the mountain to 
the west. Near the lioadaide claim ate 
the Silent Friend, the Great Eastern, 
Nebuchadnezzar, and Copper King— all 
line looking proapects, but requiring 
more work to uncover the bodies of ore 
to expose their real character to the 
view of thofe unsophisticated in the way 
nature has here hidden her riches. 

Many green prospectors have turned 
away disgusted with the place, because 
they could not iniiiiediately walk on to 
Eoniething on top ol the ground. Others 
have been in doubt as to there being 
iinytliing beneath the "queer stufl'," but 
those who had a knowledge of prospect- 
ing and mineralogy have in most cases 
secured locations. The minerals occur 
in a while iniartz: which is much decom- 
])08ed, in iiuuiy i)laces heiim replaced by 
a lime cement wliicii encloses Band aiul 
gravel drift, foriiiiiig with the coi)[)er 
and iron rust a surfiice showing that is 
not at all ])roini8iiig till broken through. 
Copper glance, galena, tellurium, gold, 
and " black metal " are found, hesidea 
the usual sulphides of iron and copper. 
This gives a rich variety of minerals sel- 
dom found in one camp or belt in close 
proximity. 

Tlie country rock is granite, in places 
clear pink granite, but mainly horn- 
blendic with large crystals of black mica. 
In ])lacea these give wajr to a porph'y,- 
ritie gneiss and purphyritic diabase, all 
greatly metainorpbosed and in places 
highly mineralized as well as the quartz 
leclgea. These rocks are sohd and con- 
tinue without inucli if any break or in- 
terruption, tliua giving a |)er8istency to 
the leads which renders them particu 
larly valuable where carrying minerals 
even in small iiuantily. This is easily 
understood when I state that ilve, eight 
and ten locations are usual on a single 
ledge, carrying over the valley and the 
moiintaina on either side.

The Pioneer J6nri]'aIist'.aDd Poli- 
tical Learter. Passes Peaee- 
fnily Away. 



Ke Had Played an Importaiit Part 
iu the Iklakiugr of Proviu- 
cial History.

The lion. Amor Da Cosmos, founder 
o{ the British Colonist, unci for miiiiy 
yeara the nuknowlodgeJ leader in the 
political as well as the journalistic afTairs 
oE British Columbia, died at bla houee in 
tbis city on Sunday uiornlu^ jual, ia the 
72nd year of his nge. He liad been in 
capaoitated for more thiin a yeiw piist 
from participation in public evciita, his 
failing mental and physical health dur- 
ing the twelvemonth having made it un- 
happily certain that he could not long 
remain with those for whose public 
rights be bad so bravely battled in the 
early days of the colony, and who in re- 
turn had aij^nally recognized his ell'orta 
in their beliaif by confiding to hie Ciiro 
the most honorable and responsible 
cilices in their pift. 

~- It -".vas in Windaor, Hants county, 
Nova t^cotia, that iMr. Du Cosmos was 
horn, on the 20th of August, 1S25. and it 
vas there that he received ins education. 
At fifteen his school days terminated, 
and on tlie removal of his family to 
ilalifax he commenced the battle of life 
ae a clerk in tlie wholesale grocery lirni 
of Charles Whitman A Oo. At the same 
tiino bis ambition to secure an educa 
tion Bucb as would enable him to make 
his mark iu the world induced him to 
take the iuUeat advantage of the facili 
lies afTorded by an excellent night school 
over which Mr. John S. Thompson 
father of the late Canadian premier, pre 
fiided, and it is a certain fact that the 
wholeBome advice and intelligent coun- 
sel of his instructor in these im|iressiou- 
alile days of boyhood materially aUected 
his subsequent useful and diatinguialied 
career. 

The opinion that a newer and broader 
country oflered to him greater opportu- 
nities for advancement than did his na- 
live Nova Scotia, induced him in 1851 to 
join ia the exodus to California, where 
the, gold discoveries of a few yeara be- 
fore were leading an indomitable and 
energetic army of workers from all parts 
of the East. There were no railways in 
those days, bringing Atlantic and FaciQi: 
into close compahiODBhip, and bo, the 
steamer having landed the adventurous 
younR Canadian in New York city, ho 
Ktarted thence on the tiresome and ap- 
])!irenily interminable tramp across the 
continent. His journeying to St. Jo, 
itien the rallying point for the weat- 
i.oinid caravans ot white-hooded wagons, 
wa» devoid of special incident or import- 
ance. At this breathing place on the 
border of the unknown he fell in with a 
number of equally ambitious emigrantB, 
and with them be made the passage to 
the golden land of promise, the labori- 
ous crossing of the prairies being made 
anything but monotonous by several 
skirmishes with predatory bunds of In- 
dians and one pitched battle with the 
TedskiDS in which two men and one of 
tlie women of the little party lost their 
livep. 

On two other occasions the company 
were obliged to give up a great portion 
of their slender stock of provisions to 
conciliate the none-too-friendly reds, 
and thus it was that their original plana 
were sadly ilisturbed, and when the 
green fields of Utah were reached a halt 
was called perforce, and not until the 
following sjiring was it possible to again 
lake up the march CaIifornia«ward. The 
polden state was reached some eight 
months later, further uninvited and un- 
deeired meetings with the natives of the 
West having greatly increased both the 
. length and the hazard of the trip to the 
C?a8t. 

At Sacramento the little party that 
had been as one big family on the ilreary 
|)asEage of the plains, disbanded, and 
while aorno went to the agricnitural 
laiiils of the Santa Cl.ira valley, the 
youii;' Xova Scotian, with the determi- 
iialion to learn for himself the fuJI value 
cf the '„'old mines that had tempted him 
westward, j)assed on to the digjings in 
which he spent four yeara of varying 
fortune crowded with adventure and 
prolitable experience. Realizing that 
))rulits were to be made from miiiera as 
well as from mines, Mr. De Cosmos — or 
Smith, for that was the name of hia 
parents, although to gratify bis craving 
lor a less commonplace patronymic a 
convenient legislature enacted tliat it 
ehoald bo DeCosmos — durintt hie resi- 
dence in the California gold difiginga 
embarked in business as a general 
trader, at the same time engaging from 
lime to time in various speculations in 
which he displayed a sagacity that whs 
alternately designated as luck, intuition 
or common senee according to the taates 
and dispositions of his critics and fGllo\r 
citizens. 

All were however compelled to admit 
that his fortunes steadily prosj)ered, and 
that De Cosmos' views on public affairs 
were aa sound as the basis upon which 
he built up hia businesB success. Poli- 
tics, whether national or bounded mere- 
iy.by the necessities and actions of a 
mining camp, ho entered into naturally 
and witli enthusiasm, so that even those 
vho disliked the man — for he was too 
Hirong opinioned to invite universal 
friendship-— were compelled to admit hia 
l>>.\era8 a leader of men. To what place 
iJi the making ui California history he 
UMght have aspir(!d no one can guess. 
Mis residence in the land of the Argo- 
nauts waa too quickly terminated Cor 
this to be determined, and witii a long- 
rdierished desire to be once again under 
the old flag, ho was one of the first to 
turn his eyes to Vancouver Island when 
the stream of gold-seekers began to flow 
in this direction. 

It was in '68 that Mr. DeCosmos laud- 
ed in Victoria, then a city of tents and 
transient fortune-seekers on the out- 
bkirts of an inhospitable forest. He at 
ciico cast liimself with that restlcms on- 
erijy that was his most marked uliarac- 
tei l-itic into the making of history for 
Ihviii'W town and colony, carrying out 
t^ie project that even before ho left 
Oiil'fornia had beeu taking practical 
iurhi in'his btiky brain, and presenting 



to the public shortly afterward^, a 
pioneer newspaper of the Canadian.' far 
west — the Briliah Colonist. j 

It was vigorous and direct — a news- 
paper aymbulic of the times and peaple, 
and consetjiienlly it grew in popularity 
and iu iullueuce. Popular governtnont 
was not then in the hands of the people 
of this section, and this offered a theme 
which the editor of the British Colonist 
was ever ready to discuss. NaturallAhe 
spoke to an appreciative audience, and 
when in April of 1859 Governor Douglas 
took a step in the direction of restriutin^ 
the liberty of the press, or rather witl^ 
the object of crushing out of existence 
the local representative of the world of 
publications, it was found that Victtmi. i 
ans as a unit were with the editoprtHflrfie 
[jrochiuiation of the Governor on this 
important and interesting occasion will 
be read with special interest in these 
daya of free speech ar 1 unrestricted dis 
ciission, As printed in the British Col 
on'it of the i)th April it was as follows 
"Byirlis Excellency Janiea Douglas, 
Commander ot the Most Ilonorabli 
Order of the Bath, Liovernor and Com 
mander-in-Cliiiif, Vice-Admiral. etc., o[ 
Vancouver's Island and its depend- 
encies, 

" Whereas the laws of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
regulating tlio privilege and publia 
of pamphlets and newspapers, are the 
laws regulating the same and iu force in 
this Her Majesty's colony of Vaaoou- 
ver's Island, except in so far as the said 
laws impose any stamp duties on news' 
papers and duties on advertisements 
published therein ; 

" And whereas there is reason to be- 
lieve that infractions of these laws have 
been committed by persons in igiKjranee 
thereof; and it is expedient to declai-e 
and iiuiko known the same to i)revent in- 
fractions in future, and that none of Her 
iMajesty's loyal subjects, nor any other 
persons, may incur the jienalties pre- 
scribed for their violation, 

" Now, therefore, in consideration of 
the preiiiisea, I, James Douglas, Govern- 
or of Her Majesty's said colony of Van- 
couver's Island, do hereby declare and 
make known that, with the exception 
aforesaid, the statutes CO, George HI, 
cap. 9— II George IV and IV William 
IV, cap. 75. and the 6th andTth William 
IV., cap. 76, are the statutes regulating 
the printing and publisbing of pamph 
lets and newspapers in this colony. 

" And I further make known that the 
dechuutiong re(|nired by the statute li 
and 7 William IV may bo declared be- 
fore the Colonial Secrt.-tary, or person 
acting in that capacity for the time be- 
iud, in lieu of a commissioner of stamps, 
and liled in hia olhce ; and the recogni- 
zance required to be entered into by the 
aaid statutes of CO George HI, cap. il, 
11 George IV and 4 William IV, cap 75, 
may be entered into before the Chief 
Justice of Vancouver's Island in lieu of 
a Baron of E.':ehequer. 

" Given under my hand and the seal 
of the Colony of Vancouver's Island, at 
Government House, Victoria, this 30th 
day of March, 1859, and in the 22nd year 
of Her Majesty's reign." 

'This proclamation was the cause of a 
meeting being convened " of the inhabi- 
tants of Victoria, Vancouver's Island, 
held at the Assembly Hall, Broad street, 
at 7'._. o'clock p.m. of Monday evening, 
April 4th, ISa'J, at which were present a 
large assemblage of people, crowding the 
hall in every part." Mr. H. Holbrook 
was chairman and Mr. John Copland 
secretary, and the business of the even- 
ing was introduced by the reading of the 
notice of which the meeting was the re- 
sult. This was to the following effect : 

" To take into consideration the best 
means of carrying out the law, declared 
so to be by His Excellency the Governor 
of the Colony, as regards the Independ- 
ent Press of this Colony." 

There were several addresses, notably 
one by Mr. G. I. Wight, a barrister, who 
explained the law at some length, and a 
resolution was finally passed unani- 
mously : 

" That, with reference to the procla- 
mation read by the chairman of this 
meeting, and appreciating the hardships 
it entails on the Independent Press of 
Victoria, more particularly the proprie- 
tor of the British Colonist, upon whom 
the said proclamation more directly 
bears, and with a full determination to 
obey the law which His Excellency 
the Governor has, by his proclamation,, 
stated has extended to this colony, 
this meeting, with a view of supporting 
the liberty of the Independent Press, 
and appreciating tlie efforts made by the 
editor, Mr. Amor De Cosmos, of the 
British Colonist, for the advancement of 
the public interest of this colony, is of 
opinion that Mr. Amor He Cosmos be 
requested to again issue his paper, 
which has been stopped by said procla- 
mation for want of sureties, and for that 
purpose that a list of those who are 
willing to subscribe toward the guaran- 
tee of those who may be selected or 
willing to become sureties out of said 
list, and thus enable him ^to comply 
with the requisitions of the' law as laid 
down by the proclamation of His 
Kxcellency the Governor." 

This resolution being adopted unani- 
mouslv, and it being evident that any 
desired amount would be forthcoming, a 
second reKolution was passed restricting 
the Bubacription list to £800, the sum 
retiuired by the law for sureties. Finally 
it was a); reed that bonds would be pre- 
ferable to caHh, and MeBsrs. Yates, 
Homer, Bayley and Wight having been 
named a committee to provide the bonds, 
the meeting adjourned, after ordering 
copies of the proceedings to be sent for 
publication to the London Times, Daily 
Telegraph and Daily News. 

And BO the first pitched battle for the 
liberty of the press in tbis new country 

^i?*VirW^^ud'^"Canadian Tirst, last 
and all the time, Mr. De Cosmos was 
one of the first to espouse the cause of 
confederation, and government by the 
people, and although the unity of the 
provinces was ultimately accomplished 
upon a basis other than that which he 
had originally championed, he was one 
of the moat sincere in the rejoicing at 
the accoin])li8hm(;nt. of the natural des- 
tiny of the British North American pos- 
Eeesions. Fearlcaa and outspoken in his 
(iiacusaion of i)ublic iineatione, ijoth with 
pun and voice, it was natural that ho 
'aliould have been selecttd less than five 
years after his arrival in the colony — in 
1863— as a member of the colonial legis- 
lature;' or that he should have 
continued ■ as a representative in 
that body, of the people whose 
interests he had so much at heart until 
the amalgamation of the Island with 
Britisli Columbia, as the niainlan 1 was 
then termed, under Goverror Strong. 
New Weslminatcr was at this time the 
capital, but Mr. Do Cosmoa coiududed 
that Victoria by reason of ics greater 
population and important commerce was 
the more suitable place from which' to 



direct jjrovincial afTairs. He therefore 
entered with zeal into a campaign for 
the transfer of the capital, jn which he 
was ultimately succeeaful. Victorians 
have, therefore, to thank the pioneer 
BtiilBsman whoso demisa yesterday 
brings hia career into prominence, for 
the position which their city occupies 
to-day as the executive centre of Cana- 
da's moat western province. 

In 18()(1 his persistent demand fur 
popular government led to the summon- 
ing of the Yale convention, which formu- 
lated a bill of rights and called for tiio 
extension of self-government to the 
people of British Columbia. Success 
was not immediately achieved, but tlie 
convention was nevertheless not with- 
out its practical and important bearing 
in the accomplishment of its desired 
aim. 

In IS()8 Mr. De Cosmos paid an im- 
portant vWii to the lOiisterii provinces, 
hia mission being nothing less than to 
advocate the confederation o; the pro- 
vinces from the .Vtlantic to Pacific, and 
returning to his home in the West ho 
bent his every energy to the tremendous 
scheme of building up a united nation. 
In 1870 his formulated |)roject was laid 
before the local legislature, the govern- 
ment scheme for the accoinplishinent of 
the same great object under other con- 
ditions being at the anmo time con- 
sidered. The government plan ))revuiied, 
and in July 1871 the province became a 
patt of the Dominion. 

Three years after this Mr. De Cosmos 
was chosen premier of the province and. 
president (without salary) of the execu- 
tive council — this being upon the resig- 
nation of the government leil by L^re- 
mier (now .Iiiatice.) McCreight. At the 
Haii?e lime he was the ref)reeentative of 
\'ictoria in the Canadian House of Com- 
mons, his capacity fur work appearing to 
have no bounds, and hia attention to tlie 
needs and opportunities of his constitu- 
ents being generally ailmitted as unas- 
sailable. Upon the abolition nf dual 
representation, IMr. De Cosmos chose to 
represent hia constituency in the Do- 
minion house, and accordingly re- 
signed the premiership and threw him- 
self with augmented enthusiasm in na- 
tional affairs. During his representa- 
tion at Ottawa of the city whose interests 
ho made his own, ho jieraiatently urged 
the desirability and necessity of provid- 
ing a first-class graving dock at Esqui- 
mau, and upon his efforts in this direc- 
tion being rewarded in by the vote in 
ISSlofasum of f-'50,000 by the Do- 
minion guverninont, iu lieu of the 
guarantee stipulated in the terms of 
union, he promptly followed up the ad- 
vantaije gained by visiting London and 
prevailing upon the Imperial authori- 
ties to contribute a similar amount 
toward the accomplishment of 
the imi)ortant public work in 
question. Before his retirement 
from federal affairs in 1882, when he 
was defeated on hia return to hia con- 
stituency, he had the satisfaction of see- 
ing that bis work on behalf the dock 
had been successful. 

During the past fourteen years Mr. Do 
Cosmos had drifted away from the public 
with whom he had been so closely in 
touch, taking after the suspension of the 
Standard— an evening paper with which 
he was identified practically until it 
cease publication some seven yeara ago 
— but a small part in public affairs. His 
iron constitution had stood the strain 
well of long years of arduous mental 
labor, but it was not to be expacted that 
with advancing age it could be taxed aa 
in the years of vigorous manhood. 

The advocacy of the railway ferry pro- 
ject to Westminster was in reality the 
last question upon which the old " war 
horse " came before the people of Vic- 
toria, and the failure of the public to 
accept this scheme as he saw it occa- 
sioned him no little annoyance and dis- 
appointment. It was in the hope of 
carrying through this pet project of hia 
declining years that he otl'ered himself 
as a candidate for the Dominion 
House little more than two years 
ago, but his brief candidature 
that occasion only demon- 
strated emphatically that bis day was 
over. Subae(iuently hia decline in 
strength was raiiid, and with the failure 
of hia mental powers and the necessary 
appointment of guardians as a result, 
came the close of hia brilliant, remark- 
abl e and..unn iie ation ably useful career. ^ 
" Tie had never married, and four sisters 
and a brother, the latter, Mr. C. McK. 
3mith, of this city, compose the family 
iuore directly bereave'd by his decease. ^ 
Of the part he played in the making of 
British Columbia's history much might 
be said. He was not always right, nor 
was he at all times ready to concede that 
those who differed from him in opinion 
were actuated by the same hon- 
est motives which, to his credit, 
undoubtedly actuated him. He 
was a strong, positive writer, and an 
eiiually cmplialii; ejieaker, making up for 
wliat he lacked in oratorical power, in 
])recision of statement and fertility of 
argument — and these, with his imnienfie 
fund of information on every public 
(luestion, constituting him a powerful 
opponent in any debate. Conscientious, 
persistent, industrious, be was a man 
whose individuality would have forced 
him to the fore in any community. Ttiat 
he was a power for great good to British 
Columbia none will for a moment ques- 
tion -or den^.^^,«ssp»S3?5»K";.-..v^

"One of the ablest men in British 
Columbia and the ablest man the prov- 
ince has ever had in the Dominion 
house. I knew him well," Boiiloquized 
Mr. Alexander Wilson, wlien told of Mr. 
DeCosmos' death yesterday. "He was 
a peculiarly tempered man to any one 
not knowing him well, and to under- 
stand the man one had to be well 
uainted with him, He al- 
ways fought for Victoria's interests 
and if all were told that he has done it 
wonlil till a book of many piii^os. On 
alinost every subject he was woll in- 
formed, iiiid if he was not c!(5nver6ant 
with it ho could refer to IiIh eiili'tuliiily 
etiuipped library wher(Mn the desired iii- 
foriuatiun could bo found. I'.lcctricit.y 
wiiH soiuotliing he seumcd lo always re- 
giird lis (lan^jerous and 1 fretjueiitly 
have ciulcavorod to induced him to have 
it in Ilia hous(!, but on each occasion I 
wits mot witli arf,'umeiita ajiiainst it that 
were ahnost convincing. So adverse 
was he to the use of electricity that until 
the very last day of hia'lifehe never.rode 
in a atreefc car. Through hia efforts 
while occupying the editorial chair of 
tbe OoLONiBf ft committeu of the 
British House of Oommoaa ropru- 
aontatives was ai)pointi:d to inves- 
(ifiate the cliiiniB of the Hudeon 
liny Coiiipimy asiaiimt Vnucouver 
island. Ilu was larnoly instrumental in 
briiij^int; about the union ol the Ishiud 
and Mainland while actiiiK aa a member 
o( the Houae.of Aasembly, and making 
Viutoria the seat bt Kovernment for the 



province. It was due to him also that 
Victoria as a free port was abolished, 
iind that the tariff applicable to Main- 
land porta waa hero adopted also, it was 
due to him also in a ^reat measure 
that Confederation was brought about. 
MisluBt li(;;ht wfis for tlie Victoria-New 
WoBtminater railway." 

" Ho was a vory intelligent man," 
Slid Mr. K. li. Marvin, "lie took a 
great iiiteroat in tlio all'dirs of liritieli 
Uoliiiiil)iii, and in many cnses had hi.s 
views been carried out Vancouver Island 
would be in a bettor position to-day than 
it really ia. The C.P.U., instead of 
having its terminus in Vancouver 
would have had it in iOsiiuiinall. 
Beint; of an arbitrary diBjjosition, how- 
ever, ho could not get alonp very well 
with Ilia colleagues at Ottawa, and there- 
fore could not carry as many points as a 
more politic but Icsa capable man. I 
knew the lato >fr. Di'Oosnios before ho 
entered political life; he was born in 
the eamu town as 1, in Windsor, N.S. 
In that province his sisters, who are all 
married to men now holding prominent 
positions, still reside." 

Slieriir McMillan, another pitneer 
familiar with the life of the docoaecd in 
Victoria, said of the late Mr. Do Cosmos 
that he was very eccentric, but slraiyht- 
ward and honest in all his dealinga. 
Ah a politician everybody knew him and 
as an editor he was very able. In fact 
his political history began with hia tak- 
ing the editorship of tho Coloxikt; he 
was a terror to evil politicians. In mat- 
ters of religion he was inclined to bo 
skeptical.

A By-Law 

TO AMEND -THE "HEVENUE BY-LAW, 
1893." 

"' , ; 

ryiiiCREAS, It is expedient to amend, ihe 
' ' " Kevenue By-Law, 1893 " : ■ 
Tlioroforo the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of \ lotoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

1. Seetion 1 ol the " llcveuno By-I.uw, U93," 
l.siiereby lunondod 1,;- addlu); thereto, at the 
end thereof, the foilowinf,- words: " I'rovidea, 
always, that no olllcer, iion-ooniniissioiied 
ollicer, Bunner. privale, or muuiber of any corps 
iu the Province of British Columbia, ot tho 
aetlve militia force of (Janaiia. eerillicd Ijy tho 
olluer coiiimanding tlie corp.s io which sucli 
militittmau belongs or is attaclied ah being eUic- 
lent, shall lie liable to pay such road tax." 

2. Section 12 of Echedulo A of said by-law Is 
iiereby repealed, aud the following enacted In 
lieu thereof : 

"12. i:very per.'on who, eillier 011 Ills own 
b:half or as HKcnl for another or other.';, sell.';, 
.■solicits, or takes orders for the sale, by relail, of 
goods, w ares, or iiierohandiso to ho supplied or 
furnished by any person or firm doing btl8ii:ess 
onislde of the municipality, fSO for every tix. 
luonihs." 

:i. Section M of said Schedule A Is hereby re- 
pealed, and the following enacted in Hcu 

thereof: 

■• I I. F"roni the proprietor, lessee, or inaiiagor 
of any tbeiitie, eoiieert liall, or "otlior place of 
amuseineiil, entertainment, or e.vlilliilloii, nc- 
cording to the seating eapaclly ot such theatre, 
concert hall, or other place of aniuBBiuem, 
entertainment, or exhibitioD, allowing twenty- 
two Inches for one seat, the amounts loUowing: 

" (1.) For every such place seatlBg nine hun- 
dred and Eeventy-llve persons or more, {300,00 
for one year, or ?100.C0 for three months, or 
fOO.OO for one month, or f.5.00 for one day: Pro- 
vided, however, that no proprietor, lesece, or 
manager of any nu h place shall be required to 
pay, ill respect of such e.^hibitlons, snms, in. 
tlie aggregate, greater than the sum of $50.00 
per mouth for each such place: 

"(2.) For every such place seatlngr leas than 
nine liuudred and seventy-five persons, the 
amounts loUowing:— $203.(X) for ono year, or 
:(7&.00 for three moulhs, or ^.00 lor one month, 
or ?o CO lor one day : Frovlded, however, that 
00 proprietor, lessee, or manager of an] such 
last-mentioned place shall be required to pay, 
In respect of such exhibitions, sums, in the ag- 
gregate, greater than the sum of ?.!0()0 per 
moatli for each such place: 

"(3,) For every such place seating less than 
four hundred person?, the amounts follow ing:— 
?I00 00 for ono year, ?50.CO for six mouths, $30.00 
for three mouths, or ^."i.OO for one dty: I'ro- 
vided, however, that no proprletur, les.-:ee, or 
manager of auy such last-mentiouod place shall 
ba required to pay, iu respect of such exhibi- 
tions, sums, in the aggrog&te greater tbafa the 
sum of }20.00 per month lor eacti such place: 

" All licences l(.sued under the provlslous of 
th:B section shall be known and designated as 
■' Theatre Licences," but no licence shall be 
required in respect of any exhibition, concert 
or otter entertainment lor tiie benefit of auy 
church, school, or hospital, or any charitable 
entertainments by any amateur dramatic as- 
sociation or literary society " 

1. Section 30 of the said Schedule A is hereby 
repealed, and the following enacted in lieu 
thereof:— • 

"£0. From every person following, within the 
municipality, any trade, occupation, or calling 
not hereinbefore enumerated, or who enters 
into or carries on any contract or agreement to 
perform any work or lurnlsh any materials, 
$5.00 for every six months; Provided, always 
that no person employed as a journeyman, or 
for wages only, and not employing any other 
person or persons, or not having a regular 
place of business, shall be subjeot to the pro- 
visions of this section." 

5. "The BevenueBy-La-w Amendment By-Law 
ISW," is hereby repealed, Mid the followlLg 
section is hereby substituted for tho section 
substituted by tho last-mentioned by-law for 
section 7 of tho " Uevenue By-Law, is;i,3," and 
shall form part of the " Uevenue By-Law 
1893":— , 

"7. The procedure for en foroiog- sections 3 
aud 3 of this by-law, aiid tbe schedule referred 
to therein, sbaU be -those prescribed by the 
" Munieipial Clanies' Act, 1886." In all other 
cases, every person who is gailtyof an Infrac- 
tiou of any of the provisions of this 
by-law shall, upon conviction thereof 
iu a Kuminary manner before the 
Police Magistrate or auy Justice of the 
Piaco having jurisdiction in the said city, be 
liable lor every such oll'ence, oud shall forfeit 
niulpayapenolty not exceeding fifty dollars 
and costs; and if snch penalty and costs be not 
paid fortlnvilh, or within sucli period as Euch 
Police Magistrate or Jiistico may appoint, the 
same may bo levied by distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of the ollouder, and in de- 
fault of sullicleut distress the olTender may be 
imprlsoBcd, with or without hard labor, for 
any term not'.exoeedlng thirty days, unless 
such penalty and costs, including tho costs of 
the committal and conveyance to tho eommou 
gaol or lock-np bouse, are sooner paid." 

This By-Law may bo cited as the "' Revenue 
By-Law, 1893,' Amendment By-Law, 1897."

City Engineer Beports on the Stdte 
. of the "Works at Beaver 
Lake. '

Last night's seesion of tbe city council 
wiEi a short one, the municipal slate 
having been pretty woll cleaned a week 
ago. A report from the city engineer as 
to the state of tbo so-called improve- 
menta at Klk lake was tlie principal 
item of interest, and this was referred to 
the city solicitor to put the ma(;hinery 
of tbe law in motion with a view of put- 
ting an end to tbe delay in completing 
the work. 

iMom II. D. Ilelmcken, Q.C., M.P.P., 
catne a polite letter ol" thanks to the 
council for conferring on liini the honor 
of a seat at the board of directors of tbe 
Jubilee hospital. 

Market Superintendent Johnson re- 
ported the collection of .tSti.TO for the 
month of June, which represented the 
lotn) revenue from the institution under 
his care. 

The waterworks improvements wore 
brought up in the guise of tlie following 
report from the city engineer: 

VlcTouiA, B.C., July Oth, 1807. I 

To ITU Woralixp the Mayor and Board ai 
Aldermen. 

Gkxti-k.mkn,— In compliance with in- 
alruction.s to have the works in counectioii 
with the filter bed contract at Beaver lake 
tested, to ascertain if they were in a water- 
tiglit condition, as provided for by the con- 
tract, water was let into the east filter bed 
on i^iiturday, th<' lird inst , at about 2.. 10 
p.m. J'"or the jinrpose (if supplyin;; the 
filter lii'ils with Wiilor, ii pipe has been laid 
from the su|ii)ly main along the front of 
tbo main thiin walls, with short brancbos 
cuiincctint,' with the intake of each filter 
bed. In order to fill the lilter bed, the stij)- 
ply to the city was inirtially closed ofl. At 
5 a.m. on Sunday the water in the lilter 
bed reached its greatest height, whicli wtis 
about 13 or l-l inches below tbe level of tbe 
water in tlie lake, at which time the intake 
gate was closed. On visitiiiKtbo works that 
day at about l.ilO p.m. tbe wntcr in the 
lilter b;iil fallen iiboiit eif^lil inclirs. 

Water was stainliiiK in ihe ailjuiiiing 
filler bed at a depth of about -I or inches 
over the sand. 'The water outside the main 
dam, between it and tbe collurdani, bail 
risen about ;! inches. 

•Vs several streams were running into the 
reservoir tlirougb the embanknient that 
separates the filter loeds from tlie reservoir, 
the Wiistc gale from the east filter bed was 
iipeiieil to jillow the Wiiter to run oil' and 
prevent (IuiiKi;,'e to tbe eiubaiikmeiit. 'I'lie 
test made ilciiiuiislrates tlie fact that Wiiter 
leaks from one lilter bed into another, from 
the lilter bed into tlie space outside the 
Miaiii ilain, and from the lilter bed into the 
reservoir. I'lider the circumstances, it can- 
not be said that the works are in a water- 
light condition. Owing to tbe quantity of 
muddy water that leaked into the lilter beds 
during the lime the colFerdam was being 
raised, and ulso wlien puddling was bein;; 
done iimnedintely otitside the intake gates 
in order to stop the leakage ;iround their 
I'rames, it will be necessary tu have the 111- 
tering inntcrial washed before it will be in a 
usunblc condition. £.

Before udiournnient, and in explana- 
tion of a remark by Aid. McCandless 
that no flag was flying at Beacon Hill on 
Dominion Day, the chairman of tbe park 
committee said that owing to the small 
sized gale which was blowing in the 
afternoon he had had the flag taken 
down as a matter of eafetv to the floe- 

stafr. " * ,■ * 



The Mayor thought that from the re- 
port it was evident that a good deal of 
work must be done by the contractors 
before the waterworks could be taken 
over by the council. He suggested that 
the report be referred to the city solicit- 
or and also that the contractors be noti- 
fied of it. 

Aid. McGregor moved that the report 
be referred btick to tlie engineer, as it 
was not eufliciently full. 

Aid. McCandless would like to get any 
more information, if Aid. McGiegor 
would tell him what it was. 

Aid. ivinsiiian believed that tiie report 
was concisely what to )k place. 

Aid. McCandless moved that tbe re- 
port be received and referred to the legal 
adviseiSi 

Aid. VVilaon, seconding this, said that 
some reasons should have been given by 
tbe engineer as to the cause of the leak- 
age. 

Tlie ^layor was of opinion that tbe en- 
gineer's report waa quite Eiitticient. Tlie 
engineer should not give any opinion as 
to how the mailer should be remedied. 
It was not liis place to do so, as the 
works were still in the contractors' 
hands. 

Aid. Stewart tliouglit it would be very 
diliicult to say where the leake were. 
He moved tliat the matter be referred 
to the (Jity Solicitor, and that tiiu neces- 
sary step be taken to notify the con- 
tractors of the state of the works. This 
was canied.

Tlio atreet eomniitteo reported roeom- 
meniling tliat the offer of Messrs.

AGE OF THE EARTH. 

Thirty Million Years the Limit Permitted by 
Physical Science. 

The Victoria Institute held its annual 
meeting last month in London. Itw:i3 
the largest gathering of the members 
and their friends eiuce llie foundation of 
the society. Tiie chuir waa tal^en by the 
president. Sir Gabriel Stokes, IJart., 
F.U.S., supported by the Lord Chan- 
cellor and innny leading members. 

The president having briefly opened 
the proceedings, Uaptain F I'etrio, tlm 
honorary secretary, in reading the re- 
port, referred to the object of tlie society 
as founded to associate men of cultured 
iiiind and calm judgment in the 
investigation of important questions 
of lihiloeophy and science, notably such 
as may be alleged to contravene tbe 
truths of Holy Writ, BO that hasty con- 
clusions may not afford' ground for un- 
seemly attack either on science or reli- 
gion. The report showed that there had 
Deen an advance in the number of tbo 
Institute's home, colonial, American 
and foreign membera, which now ap- 
Ijroaelied 1,500: among those who had 
contributed jiapera and remarks thereon 
during tb(} seesion liad been— The IJuko 
of Argyll, the Bishop of Ballarat, Pro- 
fessors Hull, F. R. S., Beale, F. K. S., 
Cleland, F. R. S., Macdonald, F. Ii. S., 
Ilil|ireclit, llouiinel, Mr. Kassam, Dr. 

IJ. Pope, Mr. Theo. G. Pinches, Mr. 
Baldwin-Latham and others. 

The Bishop ofDunedin moved that the 
report be received, and that the Council 
and its othceas should be thanked for 
their efficient conduct of the businesa of 
the Institnte. In doing bo he said that; 
the common idea' waa that the scientist 
was positive abd absolute in his ideas, 
whereas the professor of religion was 
merely basing his ideas upon subjective 
matters or positions which were incap- 
able of proof. Therefore, some said iliat 
the scientist had the advantage, and that 
science had gone a long way towards 
bloltinu out religion, or, at any rate, tlie 
Christian religion from the face 
of the earth. But when the 
matter was more cloEely looked 
into, it would be seen that the profesaore 
of science and religion were proceeditig 
very much on the same lines, and that 
the scientist liad no more positive ab- 
solute basis to go upon than the profes- 
sor of religion. Tlie one wns as mucli 
beholden to faith as the other. 

Sir 11. Barkly, G.C.M.G., F.R.S., se- 
conded tlie resolution, which was unan- 
unouely aij;reed to, and Profesaor Hull 
responded ou behalf of the council and 
olhcers. 

Lord Kelvin then proceeded todescribe 
the results of his investigations bearinj^ 
upon the question of "The age of ttie 
earth as an abode fitted for life." He 

referred to the experiments he had madu 
in bis laboratory at Glasgow in the con- 
ducting power of rock at high tempera- 
tures, and the valuable results of the 
experiments carried out by Dr. Kobert 
Weber, which showed that it was a mis- 
take to assume the greater conductivity 
of rock at high temperatures. Referring 
to tlie ultimate results of these investi- 
gations, Lord Kelvin quoted the con- 
firmation of Dr. Clarence Iving, the well 
know American geologist, wliich waa 
" that we have no warrant for extending 
the earth's age beyond 24 mil- 
lion of years," an estimate which 
accorded with the 15 or 20 million ot 
years for the age of the sun as calculated 
l>y HelmholtzaudrKewcomb. He then 
referred to the absolute untenability of 
tlie vast jieriods demanded for the age 
of the globe by some leading scientiuc 
investigators, whose writings lie copious- 
ly quoted. Some of these had demand- 
ed MOO million of years, but this, Lord 
Kelvin said, seemed to liim like a per- 
son asking tlie date of the battle of 
Hastings, being told that it waa a lum- 
tlred million years ago. Considering the 
various facts which had to be considered 
lie warned investigators tliat at the very 
outside ISO million j'ears was the utmost 
limit that physical science permitted. 
The fact was, he said, that geologists had 
been nurtured in a philosophy, some of 
which was very good, but some 
parts of which were very 
rotten. The idea of there 
being neither a beginning nor an end, 
and of going on forever, was deeply en- 
irrained in men's minds, and it was only 
by deep thought that jieople could be in- 
duced to lielieve that there must be a 
definite beifinning and there oiust lie a 
definite end of tliia world aa an abode of 
life under present actions knov.ri to ue. 
Lord Kelvin then referred to tbe amount 
of time that must have elapsed to per- 
mit tlie adequate cooling of tlie eartli to 
admit the presence of life on the globe, 
and held that the world at a very early 
period was subjected to more rapid anci 
violent changes in its physical condition 
than those nowoccurring. Beferring to 
the appearance of life on our globe, he 
pointed out that this could not exist 
witliout oxygen, the product of vegeta- 
tion, and that when life on this world 
was introduce:!, " it was duo to a special 
act of creation." 

At tbo conclusion of the address, the 
Lord Cliancellor (Lord Halsbiiry, F.R.S.) 
said ttiat, as tlie meeting bud been deal- 
ing GO laviably witli millions of years, 
liiey would doiibtlesa not grudge him a 
few minutes in wliicli to move a vote of 
thanks to Lord Kelvin for hia address. 
(.Vpi)lauBe.) Lord Kelvin had been deal- 
ing with a subject of such vastness as to 
be almost beyond the expression of lan- 
guage, and the result was that, although 
he had set before the meeting some valu- 
able propositions, every one of which 
would form a subject of most 
interesting debate, it was to be 
feared that they had been so numerous 
that some preeent may have failed to ap- 
preciate them all. His (the Lord 
Clianeellor's) impression, however, 
was that Lord Kelvin batl 
critcized with great power and effect 
tbe theories of a nutnljer of gentlemen 
who lield that if the facts did not accord 
with tlieir theories it was so much the 
worse for the facta. (.-Vpiilaueo and 
laughter.) It was a matter for con- 
gratulation that a man of Lord Kelvin's 
learning and eminence had delivered an 
address of that character to a society 
which was not afraid to shov that a 
great many of the scientifiii.' theorieb 
which were auppoaed to be in conflict 
with the records of the Christian re- 
ligion were utterly without foundation.

Dr. Dayie Adtlres-ses the Board on 
Important Subjects, Incliuiiuir 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 

Sanitary Regulations Put iu Force 
in a Number of British 
Columbia Towns. 



Heference was made at the meeting of 
tho Provincial Board of Health yesterday 
to tho increased iisefalneas of tho worlc 
of that important body niiide possible by 
the more. adet[uate proviaioa of funds 
granted at the last seasion of the legis- 
lature. 

Dr. Davie presided and Dr. George H. 
Duncan for tbe first time attended in hia 
new capacity ns secretary, the otlier 
members present being Dr. Walker, of 
Weatrainater, and Dr. Davie, of I^aiiaimo. 
Dr. A. T. Watt, Dominion qnarantino 
officer, attended, giving assistance in 
various matters that had coiae under hia 
attention when formerly secretary of the 
board. 

Dr. Davie in his opening remarks said 
that whereas tbe legiahitive grant of a 
year ago of $1,500 only permitted the 
board of health to do such work na the 
exigencies of tbe province forced upon 
them, this year through tbe legislature 
granting $7,&00 for tho uses of the board 
they had been enabled to taiie up the 
matter of sanitation throughout the pro- 
vince, though of course it would 
take some time to put into 
effectual operation proper sanitary 
couditioua in all tlio districts. 
Dr. Davie pointed out how mncti more 
important were the duties of a board of 
health than those of the ordinary medi- 
cal man. A medical man dealt with the 
individual, while the board of healtli 
dealt with numbers, and it was safe to 
say that a board of health whose duty 
was the prevention of disease saved 
more lives annaally than the whole of 
tbe balance of tbe medical profession in 
the province. The aim of the board was 
to prevent dieease and they would do 
this to a very large extent, but tbe work 
was onerous and would require tbe 
united efforts of the meinbers witli much 
up-hill work before them, owiiip; to the 
ignorance of the public as to the wliole 
work of Biinitation. Hitherto the 
board had done preliuiinary 
work hiying out their rules and 
perfecting means to work upon. 
Now it became the Ijoard's dutj' to carry 
these rules into efl'ect and apply to tbe 
province at large the laws anil resrula- 
tions already formulated. The work of 
sanitation in British Columbia had 
barely commenced. For instance, the 
board had their attention drawn to the 
necessity of looking into the sanitation 
of rapidly growing towns Bucb as Fort 
Steele and Cranbrook. Even the older 
towns required attention. Victoria, for 
example, liad a sewerage system, but it 
was only partially applied, and in a 
great many ways the eanilation of the 
city was to a very great extent neglected. 
The cities had laws but they did not 
carry them out. lie drew attention to 
this not becauae lie wanted to nick out any 
one town but because sanitary reforra 
was needed in every municijiality or vil- 
lage in the province. Take for example 
tbe fact that tbe water supply of Vic- 
toria was pimply abominable. Yet Vic- 
toria was the capital of the province and 
Ihe oMest town. He thought it was 
fully time that Victoria had a subply of 
pohible water and that Victoria applied 
to the Provincial Board of Healtli for ad- 
vice. For years the city bad the same 
class of water supply without improve- 
ment. Tlie Provinfjial Board of Health 
was ready to come to the rescue and give 
advice which would alter that state of 
afl'airs. The present water supply was 
a wretched advertisement for the 
city and was a condition of 
tilings that slioultl not e.^ist. 
Vancouver was a new town with a sys- 
tem of aewerage and a good water sup- 
ply, but no doubt there, too, they would 
find big sani ary mistakee. Then tlie 
recent report of Mr. C. P. WoUey, the 
sanitary inspector, made it evident that 
the sanitary conditions of Wellington 
were bad from one end to the other. In 
fact there were very fair conditiouB for 
infectious di.sensea to break out at any 
lime, and they could lind this coiuiilion 
of things in every town of the province, 
old or new. The aim of the boai il u aa 
to alter this and jnit the whole in de- 
cent aaiiilary condition. Tlie liiseiises 
which « ere prevt nt.tljle were what are 
known as infectious iliseases, Biicb as 
diphtheria, tcarlct fever, typhoid, small- 
pox, and last, but not leaKt, 
tuberculut-is. The Provincial Board of 
Health waa emphatically the life saving 
institution of the province. A great 
leal was heard about the miracles ol 
niDilern surgery, and no doubt the re- 
sults were magniticeut, but those results 
fell into coiiipletii insigiiilicunce when 
conipiired with tlio hoard of health pre- 
ventive nieaeurcp, for ))revetiti\e nii'di- 
cine save the lives of the niaea ol tlii! 
people. Touching 011 the work already 
done by the board Dr. Davie remarked 
that paiiiphleta encloaiug a aeries ol 
questions relating to iihyaicnl couforuia- 
tion, water sujiply, population and other 
(letaila hud been hent to each town iind 
settliMnent through tlie proviiife with 
the object of gathering exact information , 
po that the board would be able to 
eal intelligently with each {particular 
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place. The secretary would supplement 
this information by visiting each place 
and ascertaining tbe exact condition of 
allairs. The object was to wake people 
up to the neceaaity of sanitary reform 
and make tlieiu aware that it depend- 
ed on tbemaelves and what they did as 
to whether they would have the com- 
munity infected witli disease or in a con- 
dition where no such disease could gain 
a foothold. Next Dr. Davie drew at- 
tention to what ho had already said in 
tbe last report of the Board of Health on 
tuberculosis. In that report it was stat- 
ed that: 

" Among the preventable diBeasea 
which may be mentioned, is diphtheria, 
typhus and typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
measles, cholera, smallpox and all dis- 
eases having tubercular infection as their 
cause. Among this last class is tho dis- 
ease commonly known as consumption. 
Now, Btatiatics compiled liy careful sani- 
tarians show that tuberculosis alone 
causes tbe death of one-seventh of the 
whole liuinan race. It lias been com- 
puted that in the United States of 
America the losa of life from this cause 
represents to the country an annual loss 
of .'f5UO,00O,OOO. It attacks alike ricli and 
poor. At present no one is safe from 
this dire scourge. Contrary to formerly 
accepted ideas, this disease is not in- 
herited, but acquired by each individual. 
Tubercular disease in all its forma re- 
sults solely from the transmission of in- 
fectious material from the sick to the 
well. In contrast to other diBeaBea of a 
communicable character, while diseases 
commonly known aa such, vide amall- 
pos, diphtheria and typhoid, occur only 
at long intervale, tuberculosis is a dia- 
eiiao which is continually among us, 
coiietantly doing its deadly work. It 
baa been estimated that it causefl nne- 
lialf of the total death rate in New York 
city, which arises from preventable dis- 
ease. It is also the opinion of the bealth 
authoritiea of New York city that from 
thirty to fifty people are daily infected 
therejiby tuberculosis. Now we know 
the exact cause of this disease. We know 
how this cause is sown broadcast, and 
know also bow to arrest this. We have 
immense power by our knowledge to 
prevent this dieease, and, aa well known, 
comparatively little or no power to cure 
it. It is a disease to be controlled only 
by central boards of health, and in tbe 
near future it will be controlled." 

Dr. Davie went on to explain that Dr. 
Koch's discovery, that the tubercle bac- 
illus, ia the cause of all tubereulous 
diseases, is adniiited all over tiie worUl 
to be jiroved. There were two main 
ways that this diaeaso waa spread 
broadcast. One was by the siiuta, 
or expectoration of people who had the 
diseiiee. Families where one member of 
the household had consumption should 
be thoroughly aware that it was an in- 
fectious disease, and that it depended 
upon how the sputa waa treuted whether 
other members of the fiunily also con- 
tracted the dread malady. The old 
theory was that consumption was 
hereditary, but modern research tells an 
entirely dill'erent tale. One member of 
the family contracts tuberculoaia in the 
form of consumption and duo care is not 
taken to destroy the sputa. It dries on 
handkercliiefa or on the floor, and the 
germa are given oil" into the air, other 
members of the houBohold inhale them 
and also become infected. Tho board 
would issue circulars plainly setting 
forth these facts, and every house in the 
province where there was a case of 
tuberculosis would get one of these 
pamphletB, containing plain and simple 
directions, so that the danger of infec- 
tion might be thoroughly guarded 
against. 

The second source from which this 
scourge arose was from animals, from 
dairy cattle or from beef cattle. One 
half of tbe infant mortality of this con- 
tinent and Europe arose from feeding 
children on milk with tbe tubercle ba- 
cillus in it. Any cow infected with tu- 
bercular diaeaae was unfit to give milk 
for uee. Tbe same applied in the caaeof 
heel from cattle having tubercular dis- 
ease. At the same time, boiling milk or 
tliorouglily cooking meat destroyed the 
bacillus. The remedy lay in an inspec- 
tion of the cattle, testing them and de- 
stroying the diseased animals. With 
proper sanitary precautions consump- 
tion would in' fifty years. Dr. 
Davie said, be a rare dis- 
ease. The New York state board 
of health had been tho lirat to take 
action on this important subject of 
tuberculosis, and to-day were issuing 
circulars disseminating the knowledge 
to which be liad juat drawn attention. 
The B.C. Board ot Health wn.s jirobably 
the youDgeat board on the continent, 
but thougii youthful they proposed to 
take immediate action as regards this 
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terrible disease. They would make 
rules, and information would bo placed 
before tlie public. Dr. Davie gave it as 
hia opinion that itwaa consumption that 
caused the decrease in the Indian popu- 
lation and not the abuse of alcohol and 
venerial disease. They lived in huts 
with earthen lloora, and tho sputa dry- 
ing on these floors became inhaled by 
the inmates, with the result that .there 
was hardly an ludiaii child on the Brit- 
ish Columbia coast that was not infected 
by tuberculosis. 

The secretary laid before the board the 
commuuieationa he bad received 011 var- 
ious subjects, and it was late before ad- 
journment was taken till 2 o'clock to- 
day. 

The establishment of a bacteriological 
laboratory in connection with the board 
was discussed hy each of the iiieinbera, 
but while all agreed that it waa 
one of tlie easentials, it was ilecided that 
the linancial condition of the board at 
the thia time would not admit of 
aucli a desirable project being carried 
out at present. 

In regard to a suspected leper now 
under supervision and isolation at Big 
Bar, tbe secretary was empowered to 
act after receiving the resultB of the 
pathological examination now being 
made. 

Osoyoos district wa.s named a new 
health district. 

A long discussion over regulations to 
be ad()pted in regard to the transporta- 
tion of corpgea, arose over a letter from 
Mr. McTier, general {juaaenger agent, 
0. P. R., Montreal, but aa the subject 
involved somelegal points it was leftuu- 
til the Attorney-Generftl could be eon- 
suited. 

The board decided to recommend the 
appointment of Dr. I.' McLean, health 
officer, as health officer for the district 
west of Hastings townalte, and that Dr, 
Fagan of Westminster should act as 
bealth officer for the districte east o{ 
llaatingB, in Westminster health dia. 
trict. 

The sanitary regulations of 1890 were 
declared in force in Grand Forks, Kaalo, 
Nelson, llosaland and Vernon, and it 
waa decided to rccoininend Dr. FI. 
Tnomaa, late health officer of Vancou- 
ver, aa bealth officer for Lillooet. 

GENERAL ROBERTS' SUCCESSOR. 

Abraham E, Smith, of lUlnols, Is Nominated 
by President SIcKinley as Consul 
at Victoria. 

It must have been a cruel shock to the 
Republican politicians of Tacoma, wlio 
looked upon the Victoria consulate aa 
their sure reward, to learn in a telegram 
from Washington, bearing date of bViday 
laat, that tbe President had selected 
Abraham E. Smith, of Illinois, as Gen. 
Roberts' EUCcesBor. Tlie nominee fully 
realizes the appellation of a dark horse, 
for he has never once been spoken of in 
tbe newapapera of the Northwest as a

qaestion, tbe day after the nomination 
was announced, ''who is Mr. Smith?" 
From which the deduction may be made 
that, although an Illinois man, the new 
consul is not from Chicago. 

It ia not yet known, even approxi- 
mately, M-hpii General Hoberta will be 
succeeded in the important position 
whose duties he has discharged with nn- 
qualified satisfaction to liritish Colum- 
biana and credit to the country whose 
representative ho is. But whenever he 
goes from here Victorians will regret the 
departure.
